When Jifterson sent Governor 
Claibornb and General Wilkinson to 
take possession of the territory in the 
name of the United States he did not 
send them with olive branches in t 
hands to ask the cousent of th< 
habitants. They went there to h 
the Flag and assert American sov- 
ereignty and were backed up with 
such forces of the Regular Army as 
he could concentrate for this purpose 
and the Militia of Mississippi, while 
as a further display of the purpose of 
the United States he ordered the 
Militia of Ohio, Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee to assemble in case an attack 
was made upon the American forces 
at New Orleans. In fact the Tennes- 
see Militia did move later into the 
territory. In his special message to 
Congress January 16, 1804, on this 
subject, President J DTK MOM said: 

"I dispatched Governor Claiborne 
and General Wilkinson to receive 
possession. They proceeded with 
such regular troops as had been as- 
sembled at Fort Adams from the near- 
est posts and with some Militia of the 
Mississippi territory, to New Orleans. 
To be prepared for anything which 
might arise out of the transaction, a 
respectable body of Militia was or- 
dered to be in readiness in the states 
of Ohio, Kentucky and Tenuessee, 
and a part of those of Tennessee was 
moved on to Natchez."
